At the present time, however, 
there is no reason to teliove other than that the father is 
Gemiciled in Chios The fact that the mother and another child 
are currently living in Fremont is witkeut great significance, 
espoclally in view of the fact that their presence there is 
explained as resulting from the illness of the mother's parents. 
That is, the mother is not in Fremont because of any choice of | 
domicile made by the family; she is there Simply because of the 
illness or wealmess of her paronts.
